Readin’, ‘riting and ’rithmetic limita- 
tions and the common schools of Geor- 
gia will be eliminated if a constitution- 
al amendment indorsed by the house 
yesterday by almost unanimous vote 
runs the gauntlet of: the senate and is 
ratified by the people. 

The bill was intro@uced by Mr. Sto- 
vall, representative from Elbert, and 
after a brief, lucid débate in which va- 
rious opinion of the state’s school sys 
tem were expressed it passed by a vote 
of 156 to 6. 

lt provides for an amendment to ar- 
ticle 8, section 1, paragraph 1 of the 
State constitution by the elimination 
of the clause: “In the elementary 
branches of English only; from lines 
two and three, 

Higher Grades Frovided. 

This constitutional provision has pro- 

hibited the use of common school funds 


collected by the state in other than the 
teaching of primary = grades. The 
amendment will permit the introduc- 
tion of bigher gradesand studies usual- 
ly four” in the high schools only. 

it will have little effect inthe cities, 
where funds supplementary to those 
provided by the state may be used for 
teaching the higher grades. In many 
rural counties that enjoy no local taxa- 
tion it will enable the authorities to 
increase the range of the schools. 
Dr. Stovall declared that the proposed 
change in the constitution would enable 
county school authorities to raise the 
standards of rural schools to the tenth 
grade, 

Would Help Children. 


“These country children outside of 
towns or cities have to leave home 
usually for high school training before 
they can matriculate for coilege,”’ said 
the author of the bill. “Higher grades 
in the rural schools would enable chil- 
dren to qualify for college at home.’’ 

Joe Hill Hall advocated the measure 
on the ground that;:the rural schools 
should be as efficient as those of the 
cities. 

He argued that a | strict interpreta- 
tion of the term * ‘elementary branches,” 
as it appears in the constitution, would 
mean that the common schools would 
be conffmed to the “three R’s’’—read- 
ing, writing and arithmetic. He de- 
clared that geography even would be 
excluded.

Fremont, Neb., July - 25.—The Ne- 
braska democratic convention, which 
had been expected to place Nebraska 
democrats on record, so far as con- 
cerned their preference for a presi- 
dential candidate a year hence, failed 
to express itself on candidates or offer 
commendations for its own leaders. 
For the most part it was a peaceful 
gathering. 

This result was not accomplished 
without. much preliminary caucusing, 
but the result was satisfactory to ev- 
Nery body. 

Harmon's Man on Hand, 

Governor Harmon had a_ personal 
representative, Ben. W. Chamberlain, 
present at the convention, but he soon 
made it plain to the delegates that his 
principal business was to get acquaint- 
ed and to look over the western field. 

The gathering was called under the 
statewide primary law for the purpose 
of adopting a platform, the candidates 
for state offices, three supreme judges, 
two university regents and one rail- 
road commissioner being selected by 
direct vote of the democratic electors. 

The leaders were in conference as 
early as Monday morning and until an 
early hourt today they were hopeless- 
ly divided. Representatives of Wil- 
liam J. Bryan and Mayor James C. 
Dahiman, of Omaha, labored long to 
come to an understanding, and it was 
not until an agreement was reached 
to eliminate -the mention of individ- 
uals that a common ground was found 
on: which to stand. 

United States Senator Hitchcock was 
a factor in all preliminary negotia- 
tions. His wish was to unite all fac- 
tions, and he was eminently successful. 

Some Opposition to Bryan. 

Chairman M. F, HMarrington, 
previous to the gathering, had 
dicated some opposition to Mr. 
an, sounded the keynote of peace 
his opening speech. However, he 
permitted Charles Wooster, a delegate 
from Merrick county, to offer a motion 
when opportunity afforded, that the 
convention vote its preference for a 
presidential candidate. In doing s0 
he stated to the convention that Mr. 
Wooster’s motion was not unexpected 
and that he would rule it out of or- 
der because the law provided that the 
rank and file of the party should ex- 
press that preference in open pri- 
mary. 

The convention was in an uproar for 
a moment but it soon subsided and 
Mr. Wooster was permitted to state 
that the federal constitution provided 
for free speech and that he was ex- 
ercising that right with no wish to 
embarrass the party organization. 

Although a liberal minority had fa- 
vored action on the presidential can- 
didacy of Governor Harmon, the mat- 
ter was not brought up on the con- 
vention floor. A general nervousness 
was evident from the moment the 
convention was called to order ang it 
was not relieved until the delegates 
were permitted to give voice to their 
opposition to any action looking to an 
indorsement of candidates by practi- 
cally “howling down” Delegate Woos- 
ter.

“Several years since, when one of 
the rst pension amendments to the 
constitution was passed, it was esti- 
mated what the entire pension roll 
coming within this provision would be 
$60,000, and when the amendment went 
into effect the first list submitted re- 
quireda payment of $419,000. Thus it 
will be seen that we are rapidly run- 
ning into bankruptcy, and it is abso- 
lutely essential that we should bDbal- 
ance our expenditures and our re- 
ceipts At the present time there is 
pending in the house two bills, one 
cutting off the dog tax, which brings 
j approximately $150,000, and the 
other the near beer tax, which brings 
in approximately $300,000 a year. If 
either of these laws be passed, the 
senate will recognize the effect on the 
treasury. If neither be passed, how- 
ever, we still have the deficit to the 
amount named by the governor. 


Promised Economical Government. 


“The. first duty of the state is to 
provide an economical government, 
and I propose, insofar as I can, to 
make the administration of any exec- 
utive presiding while I am a senator, 
a success. The governor of the state 
has no power to veto a resolution pro- 
viding for Pw amendment to the con- 
stitution. his was the opinion of 
Judge Hart while attorney general, 
when the legislature passed the 
amendment providing for payment of 
pensions to widows married since the 
war. The amendment to the constitu- 
tion is a matter exclusively within the 
power of the legisiature, and the gov- 
ernor, by veto, cannot control it. 

“The subject of attack from  con- 
gressmen and southern representatives 
in the house at Washington has con- 
stantly been the service pensions of 
the federal government. Through this 
means $180,000,000 is distributed each 
year. No one can complain of the gen- 
erosity of the government to those 
whose service in the northern army 
rendered them unable to make a live- 


dation of courage, patriotism 
sacrifice. 
Taxes Wrung From People. 


“Every dollar appropriated must be 
wrung by taxes from the people. The 
percentage from the labor of the poor 
is as hard as the percentage from the 
possession of the rich. Political econ- 
omists recognize that every tax that 
is placed on a people means an in- 
creased burden to the workman. It 
lessens his opportunity, cuts his 
wages, lessens his comfort, or extends 
his hours of labor. Statistics show 
that the average property of the citi- 
zen in Georgia does not equal one- 
fourth of the sum of $1,500. I believe 
that few confederate soldiers worth 
$1,500 would desire to receive money 
ground from the man working by his 
side not having one-tenth of that sum. 

“I left the chair to speak upon this 
question by reason of the heritage I 
received from a confederate soldier. 
Those men never asked governmental 
favors. They performed their duties 
as thy saw them, and they did it fear- 
lessly, without regard to consequences. 
My father was shot in the  confed- 
erate service; my uncles and every 
able-bodied male relative I konw of 
sufficient age for service was enlisted 
in the confederate army. I can speak, 
therefore, with freedom on this sub- 
ject without fear of being misunder- 
stood. 

“I would illustrate to the senate 
practically the question of sentiment 
which may arise in their breasts: 

“If the wife of some honest Georgian 
should die he would feel that her 
merits had entitied her to a mauso- 
leum as magnificent as that of Queen 
Victoria. As he looked at the little 
children by him and the obligations 
that faced him, his duty might requlre 
that he place her in a pine coffin with 
a simple headstone to mark her rest- 
ing place. He would give to her a 
wealth of love and a memory that 
preserved her with all the glory of a 
devoted. heart, and he would expend 
his scanty store to rear and educate 
the little children she had left behind 
her. 

Not for the Wealthy.

To petition the board of education 
to broaden the scope of the night 
schoo] for girls and to increase the 
salaries of the teachers of that school 
was the purpose of a meeting of prom- 
inent Atlantans yesterday afternoon at 
Carnegie Library. At the meeting

Mrs. J. K. Ottley, representing the 
lady board of visitors to the public 
schools and the welfare workers, was 
made chairman of the meeting.

meet the conditions for which it was 
established. 

There has been an average attend- 
ance of fifty-nins girls at the school 
since its establishment less than two 
years ago—these girls ranging from 13 
years up and representing every phase 
of industry, and each one anxious to 
make herself more competent to earn 
her daily bread. 

Small Pay. 

They work all day and at the night 
school is the only chance to make up 
for the lack 2f training, either through 
having to go to work at an early age, 
or having been out of reach of @ 
school. When asked, Mrs. White stated 
she and her co-worker received $20 a 
month each for their services in the 
school, which was held last year in 
the Hillyer building on Broad street. 

Mrs. White and the members of the 
faculty retired after her report had 
been made. 

Members of the iady board of visit- 
ors to the public schools, among them 
Mrs. Pickett, Mrs. Jeroune Simmons, 
Miss Cera Brown and Miss T>-resa 
Erskine, testifiel to the work they 
had seen being accomplished when 
they visited the classes, especially not- 
ing the interest and alertness of the 
girls. 

Mr. Nunnally Talks. 

Mies Burnard, of the Young Wom- 
en’s Christian Association, gave her 
observations about the girls of the 
school, whom she said were the hap- 
piest example of those who appreciat- 
ed the dignity and spirit of work and 
personal effort for betterment. 

From the emplover’s standpoint Mr. 
Charles N. Nunnally told a most’ inter- 
esting story of the progress made by 
the girls of his employ who attended 
the night school. They were his most 
efficient workers and leaders of the 
others. His interest through them had 
been drawn to the night school when 
a committee of ten of the girls waited 
upon him to ask his influence that he 
have the salaries of the teachers in- 
creased and the scope of the _ school 
enlarged. 

They felt so much the advantages 
of the training they received and 
wanted to show their appreciation in 
any way they could, and they wanted 
the message of the school to reach 
others. 

The necessary budget for establish- 
ing the school on the basis that it 
should be on, and the: payment of 
teachers an amount which would war- 
rant the teachers giving their entire 
time to the worx, was discussed, and 
the board of education wil] be peti- 
tioned acordingly.

Solely in the interest of a united citizenship and all it means to 
Atlanta’s future, The Constitution has proposed a method of char- 
ter revision which promises the elimination both of dangerous dis- 
sension and the evils complained of in the present plan of city gov- 
ernment. | : 

It is, in brief, that Fulton’s senator and three representatives, 
clothed witlr authority to make or stop charter enactment, shall take 
ern proposed charters now pending before the general assembly 

and, after conference with representatives of each, prepare from 
them, adding or eliminating as circumstances may require, a plan 
of city government that shall comprise the best elements of both 
proposals and that will give Atlanta an administrative arrangement 
as nearly perfect as it can be made. 

Commendation of this suggestion coming from well known 
representatives of both the proposed charters strengthens the al- 
ready well-formed conviction that Atlanta 3 best interests demand 
this course. | 

This, then, is the vital question with Atlantans today: Sha!l 
Atlanta become the victim or the beneficiary of charter revision? 
Shall the city, with two conflicting elements contending for the adop- 
tion of its government proposals, be rent asunder and retarded in 
its growth whichever wins; or shall these opposing interests be 
brought together upon a substantial common ground that will make 
for unimpeded expansion and unhindered prosperity? 

It has long been conceded that the chief evils in the city’s pres- 
ent form: of government grow in great measure out of excessive 
representation and burdensome board membership. Council’s char- 
ter plan proposes to remedy these by cutting the membership of its 
own body to ten councilmep and five aldermen, and the various city 
boards from twelve to five. It proposes other beneficial revision, 
but if it does not go far enough, let these legislative representatives, 
after conference and investigation, determine and say to what ex- 
tent that revision shall be carried; let them select and incorporate 
in the new document the best features of the commission plan. 

Both sides should and, we believe, will come down from their 
pedestals of self-declared perfection and join hands upon that of 
reasonable compromise—compromise that would, in meeting all con- 
ditions, approach nearer the ideal of municipal government than 
either of the opposing elements, left wholly to itself, could hope 
to do. 

Criminal negligence would not be too strong a term to charac- 
terize failure to take hold of this opportunity to save Atlanta from 
a clash of factions from which recovery must be slow and labored.

THE PEOPLE ENTITLED TO KNOW. 


Generalities aside, The Constitution believes the people of Geor- 
gia are entitled to know upon just what specific propositions Gov- 
ernor Smith has reached the conclusion that it is his duty to remain 
in the governor’s office rather=than to take the seat in the United 
States senate, now vacant, and to which he has been elected. 

Put generally and based upon reports sent from Atlanta, Sena- 
tor Gore, of Oklahoma, one of the two democratic senators who 
does not think Senator Smith is needed in Washington, thus sums 
up, his view of Governor Smith’s position: 


If I had made certain pledges to the people of my state, which I proposed 
to carry out as governor, I would continue as governor until that program 


was put through. | 7 
In general terms that states clearly what the people of Georgia 


understand to be Governor Smith’s attitude; but if asked specifically 
what it was the governor proposed to do in fulfillment of that obli- 
gation, who could name the particular problems which it is his pur- 
pose to solve before taking his seat in the national congress? 

Since Governor Smith’s election to the United States senate 
he has, by message to the general assembly, recommended but one 
new law—a horse-power tax upon automobiles, which even his 
closest newspaper friends are antagonizing as being unjust. 

Going back to his inaugural address, which performed the func- 


tion of a message, there is found only a conservative state docu- 


ment that fails to present a single striking or unanticipated feature. 
In the main, barring commendation of previously acquired legisla- 
tion, he urged revision of Georgia’s port freight rates, the creation 
of a highway commission, passage of the anti-lobby bill, creation of 
an audit department, extension of state road to the sea, consolida- 
tion of state and national elections, payment of corporation taxes 
September 1, increase of governor’s borrowing power, inauguration 
of governor in January, establishment of a labor bureau and a re- 
modeling of laws affecting insurance, banking corporations, schools 
and other state institutions. 

Which of these specific propositions, or what not mentioned in 
his inaugural address, is it that keeps Governor Smith in the execu- 
tive office while Georgia’s senate seat is vacant? 

If he is remaining here for a particular purpose or purposes, he 
should take the people of the state into his confidence and let them 
know just what it is he proposes to accomplish. 

Is it the passage of the anti-lobby bill? That measure, intro- 
duced and fostered by one of his political opponents, has already 
passed the senate, the body whose antagonism was most feared, by 
an overwhelming majority. Its enactment by the house can not be 
questioned. 

Does it mean that he is to specifically urge port rate revision 
for Georgia? Here is a pledge made in every one of his campaigns 
that yet awaits fulfillment, and with the legislature only three weeks 
away from final adjournment no word has yet been said upon it. 

Is it the highway commission? The creation of an audit depart- 
ment? The increase of the governor's borrowing power? The re- 
modeling of school, insurance, banking or corporation laws? As- 
suredly any differences regarding these are mere matters of detail 
and not of principle. 

Can it be the prohibition question?

TRAINED ROAD ENGINEERS 


and efficient systern of public high- 
ways. 

A modest annual sim spent at this 
time for such educative work wil! not 
only train a body of str6éng men, but 
will enable the school to spread sound 
ideas of road construction by the ob- 
ject lesson method in many counties. 
It will save the road-building counties 
rrany thousards of dollars now wasted 
in ill-selected machinery, ani ili-dl- 
rected work. 

We are stiJi in the educative stage 
cf this road problem and will be for 
many years. It is a far more complex 
question from the sides of finance, of 
organization and of techtuica! construc 
tion than mest people realize. The 
state’s university can and wil] render 
willing and effective service internal- 
ly in teaching and externally as a part 
of its legitimate extension efforts, if 
given the means to do it. 

In planning a highway commission, 
I trust that our legislature will not 
overlook this equally important, if not 
mere fundamental, neec to prepare 
men for direct service as engineers 
and superintendents of county road 
work. 

No state ccmmission can perform its 
functions with full efficicncy unless 
there exists in the individual county 
the necessary trained intelligence to 
co-operate with the commission. For 
there is no proolem within my kKnowl- 
edge which can less safely rest on 
Siittering generalities and office-made 
rules, or which demands closer atten- 
tien to detail at every point and 
sounder juisment in the field than 
does the practical problem with which 
we ace faced, viz: to build efficient 
roads at a rapid rate of progress, and 
under a cost limit rareiy as high as 
$1,000 per mile. 

In solving this problem, there must 
be a full proportién of brains back of 
each shovel full of road material.

UOCES OF STATE 


Senate Defeats Bill Making 
Change in the ‘System. 


Measure Provided That Judges 
and Solicitors Be fet é gem 
by Governor--- Would Build 
Up Political Ring, Objected 
Senator Roberts. 


— 


The senate yesterday, by a vote of 27 
to 11, refuseg to agree to a committee 
recommendation favoring the bill of 
Senator .elker, of the twenty-seventh 
district, which provided for the guber- 
natorial appointment of judges of the 
supreme, superior and appellate courts 
and the solicitors general. 

The bill provided that the people be 
allowed to say whether or not they 
would prefer the gubernatorial ap- 
pointments of the judges. Senator 
Sheppard, of the thirteenth district, 
offered an amendment whch would 
allow the general assembly to make 
the appointments, but the amendment 
was defeated by a vote of 37 to 5. 

Senator Felker defended his bill by 
saying that he thought that the voters 
wanted the governor to make the ap- 
pointments. -He also said that he 
thought that the governor should be 
held responsible for the judiciary, and 
for that reason Should be allowed to 
appoint the judges. Senator Felker 
also stated that he thought that 
judges should be out of politics, and 
he thought this a good way to keep 
them out. 

Bulld Up Political Ring. 

Senator Roberts then spoke against 
the resolution. “It was only a few 
years ago that the present system was 
passed and I see no reason why the 
present method of electng judges 
shoulq be changed. I believe that this 
is the most desirable plan that we 
have ever trieq and I have never 
known Georgia to have a better judici- 
ary. If this bill is passed the gov- 
ernor could form around himself a 
great political ring, which would be 
practicably impregnable,” 

Senator Crawford, of the twenty- 
fourth, indorsed the bil] because he 
said that it would tend to Keep the 
judges out of politics. 

Senator Sheppard, in speaking for 
his amendment, said that the best 
methog was to try every plan and that 
he was candidly in favor of the judici- 
ary being elected by the general as- 
sembly as a happy medium between 
a one-man appointment and an elec- 
tion by all the people. _ 

Senator Shaw, of the eleventh dis- 
trict, urged that the system should re- 
main as it is at present, as he be- 
lieved that the people should be held 
directly responsible for election of the 
judges. el 

Senator Ennis, of the forty-second 
district, was in favor of Senator Shep- 
pard’s amendment. If the judges 
were elected by the geueral assembly 
it wonld please the people of our state 
very much. 

Senator Graham, of the:seventh dis- 
trict, suggested the rotation system 
as the best solution of the problem. 
There is a bil] providing for this sys- 
tem now before the judiciary commit- 
tee, introduced by Senator Harris, 
which prohibits a judge from serving 
in the district from which he is 
elected. 

Senator Sheppard asserted that a 
poor man, however well qualified, was 
unable to run under the present sys- 
tem and that he thought this was one 
of its worst features. Senator Harris 
then spoke in favor of the rotation sys- 
tem, and upon motion of Senator May- 


son the previous question was called 
and the bill was lost.

REQUESTS SEMATE 


Recommends to U, §, Congress 
That This Practice Be Abolished 


Bill Regulating Compensation 
for State Oil Inspectors Is 
Passed---Blalock Introduces 


Resolution Asking That School 


Teachers Be Paid Monthly. | 


The practice of polygamy was unani- 
mously condemned yesterday morning 
by the senate, when the resolution of 
Senator Copelan, of tne nineteenth dis- 
trict, to recommend to congress that 
this practice be abolished, was passed. 

Senator Copelan stated that when 
two-thirds of the states had recom- 
mended to congress that this resolu- 
tion be passed that they would take 
action on the matter. Already twenty- 
two states have recommended its pasa- 
sage. P 

Senator Copelan said that it was a 
well-known fac¥ that polygamy was 
being practiced in a great many places 
and that the sooner it was abolished: 
the better it would be for the country. 

Bush Favors Resolution. 

“I wish to be recorded in favor of 
that resolution,” asserted Senator 
Bush, of the eighth district, “so that 
the future generations will be able 
to see how I stood on the question.”’ 

The senate passed the bill of Sena- 
tor Harris, of the thirty-eighth dis- 
trict, requiring all railroads operated 
in Georgia to have cinder deflectors 
on the windows of all passenger 
coaches by the Ist of May, 1912. This 


-bill is an exact copy of a South Caro- 


lina law. 

Another bill by the same author was 
passed which regulates the compen- 
sation of state oil inspectors. The bill 
provides that inspectors shall be paid 
$3 for every car inspected. Senator 
Harris claims that this bill will save 
the state many thousands annually. 

The bill of Senator Felker, of the 
twenty-seventh district, which makes 
a federal liquor license prima facie 
evidence of a violation of the prohibi- 
tion law was recommitted upon the 
motion of Senator Morris by the close 
vote of 21 to 20. 

Senator Ennis stated that the bill 
as it now stands woulg be ridiculous, 
as it would make every druggist guil- 
ty of a misdemeanor, as it is neces- 
sary for them to have federal licenses. 

“You might just as well say that a 
man with a gun is guilty of murder, 
as that a man with a federal] license is 
guilty of violating a law,” asserted 
Senator Ennis. 

Wants Teachers Paid Monthly. 

A resolution was introduced by 
Senator Blalock, of the twenty-sixth 
district, asking that the school teach- 
ers of the state be’ paid monthly, out 
of justice to them. The resolution 
stated that an appropriation of $2,500,- 
vU0 had been made with which to pay 
the teachers and that only $304,000 of 
this amount had been paid out. 

When the bill of Senator Blalock, of 
the twenty-sixth, providing for the 
pension of all confederate veterans 
came up President Slaton left the chair 
in order to speak against the bill. His 
speech is carried elsewhere. 

Senator Williams, a confederate vet- 
eran, thanked President Slaton for his 
remarks and said that he diq not 
know a veteran who would take the 
money who did not need it. 

_Upon the conclusion of Senator Wil- 
liams'’ remarks Senator Sheppard 
moved that the senate adjourn until 
today at 10 o’clock. The motion was 
passed and the question on pensions 
will be taken up today in the order of 
unfinisheg business.

Hon. Joe Hill Hall, of Bibb, other- 
wise known as the guardian of the pay- 
roll and the watchdog of the treasury, 
is a happy man, 


The house committee on appropria- |” 


tions voted Tuesday afternoon to rec- 
ommend the passage of his bill, which 
provides for the appointment of a state 
auditor by the governor for a term of 
four years. Wherefore the gentleman 
from Bibb smiles the smile that will 
not wash out. ' 

The creation of the office of state 
auditor has been the hobby of Mr. Hall 
for time out of mind. He believes it 
is the only known method whereby 
every dollar of the state’s money can 
always be accounted for at every hour 
of the day or night. 

The bill as drawn by Mr. Hall pro- 
vides that the auditor shall be appoint- 
ed by the governor immediately after 
the latter approves it and that the 
term of appointment shall be for four 
years at a salary of $3,000 per year. 

Now that the committee has recom- 
mended it for passage it will be “easy 
pickings” for the author. The gentle- 
man from Bibb will go bulging right 
through the house with it, or there’ll 
be a hot time for the opposition. 

Lee Worsham, state entomologist; T. 
G. Hudson, commissioner of agricul- 
ture; R. C. Berckmans, member of the 
board of entomology, and R. F, Duck- 
worth, of the Farmers’ Union, appear- 
ed before the committee and urged an 
increase in the appropriation to the 
department of entomology from%$10,000 
to $30,00 per year. 

It was argued in support of the ap- 
propriation that more money is essen- 
tial to carry on the work which the 
department is doing in the eradication 
of the cotton disease known as black 
root, the preparation for the fight on 
the boll weevil, the destruction of the 
southern pine beetle, which is destroy- 
ing the pine trees, and the numerous 
other campaigns which the department 
of, entonrology is waging. 

tne committee listened attentively 
to the arguments for the increased ap- 
propriation, but postponed action. 

A committee of citizens, consisting 
of Mrs. S. J. Purtell, J. A. McCord, F. 
L. Seeley and others appeared before 
the committee to urge an appropria- 
tion of $2,000 to assist the Old Wo- 
men’s home in the maintenance of 
several widows of confederate veter- 
ans, who are now being cared for at 
that institution In this city. 

Mrs. Purtell stated that the home 
has erected an additional building for 
the care of these old women, who for 
one reason or another have not re- 
ceived a pension and who have no 
means of support. They were not ask- 
ing that the state aid them in the con- 
struction of the building, but were 
only seeking an appropriation for 
maintaining them. 

Two agricultural school delegations 
appeared before the committee Tues- 
day. Representative Burwell, of Han- 
cock, and County School Commissioner 
Duggan, of that county, asked for a 
special appropriation of $5,000 to re- 
place a building recently burned at the 
Tenth District school, at Sparta. 

Representative Nisbet, of Sumter, and 
Commissioner of Agriculture Hudson 
pleaded for an appropriation of $3,000 
for building purposes for the Third 
District school, at Americus. 

Judge A. L. Miller, president of the 
board of trustees of the Academy for 
the Blind, asked for a special appro- 
priation of $5,000 and a $1,500 increase 
in the maintenance fund for his insti- 
tution. 

The committee will act on this re- 
quest when it takes up the prepara- 
tion of the appropriations bill.

DO GREAT DAMAGE 


Georgia Will Not Have Bump- 
er Cotton Crop This Year,

Because of the excessive rains which 
have fallen during the past few weeks 
there will be no bumper crop of cot- 
ton in Georgia this year. 

Such was the opinion expressed 
Tuesday by Commissioner of Agricul- 
ture T. G. Hudson, after personally 
visiting several sections of the state 
and after comparing reports received 
from other sections. 

Mr. Hudson states that it is impos- 
sible at this time to estimate the 
damage done to the cotton crop by the 
rains, but he is positive that the dam- 
age has already been considerable and 
that possibilty of what is termed as 
a “bumper’ crop is precluded. 

“There has been entirely too much 
rain all over the state,” said Mr. Hud- 
son, “and there is no -question but 
that much damage has been done to 
the crop of cotton. 

“The continuous rains have caused 
excessive growth and the cotton is 
sappy. This condition, when the sun 
comes out, causes the stalk to turn 
yellow and the blooms to shed. 

“If there is a cessation of the rain 
now and if it turns dry gradually the 
damage will not be so great, but even 
under the most favorable conditions 
from this time on the present crop 
will feel the effects of the rain and 
ne apg reduced considerably as a re-

They claimed they 
could not understand the English lan- 
guage, and a Syrian man was present 
as interpreter. They said they did not 
know they had to pay a license. 

A negro woman was arraigned in 
the police court on the charge of 
having escaped from the city stockade. 
She had more than her just allowance 
of cognomens. When asked for her 
full mame she gave it as follows: 
“Hattie Alice Monroe Nathaniel Bivien 
Eason Dominicker Scott.” 

She was given 380 days in the stock- 
ade, 

Cc. J. Stroups, an engineer on the 
S. A. L. R. R., was arraigned in court 


on the charge of switching freight

TARIFF. SLASHED 
‘ONCOTTON GOODS 


Democratic Caucus Approves the 
Ways and Means Bill 


More Than Two-Thirds Major- 
ity in Favor of Measure Which 
Reduces the Duties on Cotton 
Goods About One-Half--Some 
Democrats Opposed. 


Washington, July 25.—Democrats of 
the house of representatives, after a 
prolonged caucus today, ratified by 
more than a two-thirds majority the 
cotton tariff revision bill, drafted by 
the democratic members of the ways 
and means committee, reducing by 
nearly one-halg the schedules of the 
Payne-Aldrich law on manufactures of 
cotton. The bill will be introduced in 
the house tomorrow and its passage 
expedited. 

The bill was not ratified without 
protest and a vigorous effort was 
made by many democrats to upset the 
party legislative program and to pre- 
vent adjournment of the special ses- 
sion of congress by blazing away with 
tariff revision all down the line even 


if such action would throw the session i 


into the late fall. 
Postponement Urged. 

Representative Webb, of North Car- 
Olina, offered a _ resolution, urging 
postponement of action on the cotton 
measure until the ways and means 
committee should first report pills re- 
ducing the tariff on iron and steel ar- 
ticles, sugar, meats, flour, brick, dyes 
and dye stuffs. After his resolution 
was voteqd down, other members plead- 
ed for extension of the tariff program, 
urging especially revision of the iron 
and steel, rubber and sugar schedules, 

Though all resolutions were defeat- 
ed, no decisive action on the time of 
adjournment was taken. That ques- 
tfon will be settled by the house dem- 
ocrats at a later caucus, after it is 
determined just what the senate will 
do with the pending house tariff bills. 

Representative Webb, who represent$¢ 
a district in which are located 110 
cotton mills, made a plea for the man- 
ufacturer in speaking on his resolution. 

The committee estimates that under 
the new rates the revenues to be de- 
rived in 12 months from the cotton 
tariff will be $10,599,000, a decrease of 
a little more than $3,000,000 from last 
year under the Payne-Aldrich law, 

Cotton clothing duties are reduced 
from 40 to 80 and 25 per cent; cotton 
cloth, not mercerized or bleached, cut 
to 15, 20 and 25 per cent in various 
grades; and cloth, composed of silk or 
mercerized cut from 42.46 to 25 per 
cent.

Propose to Recount and Check 
Post Cards, and If There Is 
Any Question About Result, 
to Leave Decision to Fulton 


Legislators. 


Declaring that they are willing to 
begin the examination of the lists of 
those who signed for a vote on the 
commission government plan, if given 
sufficient time to do it thoroughly, 
the committee of citizens favoring a 
revision of the city charter, yesterday 
made answer by letter to the commit- 
tee on legislation of the commission 
committee. 

The letter was addressed to A. J. 
West and Victor lL. Smith, and was 
written by W. H. Terrell and A. H. 
Davis, who were appoitn deb ythe cit- 
izens’ committee for this purpose. 


“In vie wof the fact that our re- 
quest for the examination remained 
unanswered nearly a week, during 
which time the advocates of our Dill 
proceeded to file a certificate that the 
necessary 20 per cent had.been ob- 
tained, and insisted on the introduc- 
tion of the bill without regard to our 
request, claiming that our local repre- 
sentatives were convinced by the evi- 
dence furnished them, and in view of 
the fact that your consent to allow 
the examination is expressly condi- 
tioned on not delaying ‘the passage of 
the bill,” we would say that we are 
ready to begin the examination 4s 
soon as you afford the opportunity, 
and to conduct the same with all pos- 
sible dispatch, but we are not willing 
to undertake this work unless a’ suf- 
ficient time is allowed to do it,” de- 
Clares the letter. “We believe that it 
Gan and ought to be finished before 
tne bill comes up for hearing in the 
committee, and we will use every en- 
deavor to get all necessary help to 
this end. 

“In your letter you offer to with- 
draw the bill ‘if, after the examina- 
tion has been made in proper shape, 
and way, it should be ascertained that 
the 20 per cent is not in hand.” You 
do not define what you mean Dy 
‘proper shape and way,’ nor who is to 
do the ‘ascertaining.’ If allowed to 
make the examination, we will use 
whatever method commends itself as 
the best to get at the truth. 

“In the event that the result reach- 
ed by us should be different from that 
reached by the gentlemen who did 
your checking, and both sides claim to 
have the corect result, the determina- 
tion of this issue should be left to the 
members of the house of representa- 
tives from Fulton and DeKalb coun- 
ties, and they should decide whether 
the bill should be withdrawn or not.” 


Letter From Terrell. 
William H. Terrell has sent a letter 
to the commission committee in an- 
swer to the one he received. He gives 
in it a copy of a letter to the Fulton 
county representatives in the legisla- 
ture, in which he says’: 


“It is charged against this system 
that it concentrates in a few hands too 
much power; that itis a tyrannical sys- 
tem of government. This is admitted 
to a certain extent by providing for 
the initiative, referendum and recall. 
Its authors agree that without these 
provisions it would not stand any 
show for adoption. In that charter is 
provided a method by which the peo- 
ple may legislate independent of the 
commission after the same is adopted. 
Before its adoption, by its terms, a 
different method is to prevail. Is 
there any sound reason why the meth- 
od provided for in the charter after its 
adoption whereby the people may leg- 
islate, should not be applied to it In 
its inception? I do not think so. A 
chain is as strong as its weakest link. 
This charter is as perfect as its most 
imperfect provision, and no more so. 
Fixperience, sayeth the sages, is the 
best guide. If the only safeguard 
xrovided for the rights of the people 
n this charter is found by a trial to 
be imperfect and really no safeguard 
at all, then why should the legislature 
waste its time and the time of the peo- 
ple with it?’

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OF COMPETITION, TAKE MEDICINE 


tnd They Formed a Combine 
fo Overcome Tt 


Witnesses So Admit Before Con- 
gres Committee---They Say 
That Prices Are Now Kept 
Up by Oral Agreement--Trade 
Is Also Apportioned. 


Washington, July 25.—That through 
oral agreements steel manufacturers 
now keep up prices and avoid “de- 
structive contpetition,” just as effect- 
tively as they did under the tron-clad 
contract of the American Steel Plate 
association from 1900 to 1904, practic- 
ally was admitted today by A. F. lius- 
ton, president of the Lukens Iron and 
Steel company, before the house “steel 
trust” investigating committee. The 


‘witness said that now from time to 


time one manufacturer will say to an- 
other, “my price will be so and so un- 
til further notice,” but that there is 
no general agreement. 

“There is a feeling among the com- 
panies, however,” he said, “that noth- 
ing should be doge to injure a fellow 
without giving him notice.” 

Fixed Prices Caused Divided Trade. 

Mr. Huston described the Steel Plate 
association, which he said was organ- 
ized to obtain reasonable prices. The 
association not only fixed prices, he de- 
clared, but alloted a certain propor- 
tion of production to each of its eleven 
constituent companies. The witness 
said the organization was abandoned 
in 1904 because there was so much 
“restlessness and uneasiness and talk 
about its illegality.” 

Mr. Huston identified a printed copy 
of the original agreement, all copies 
of which were supposed to have been 
burned in 1900 under his direction be- 
cause it was “not in proper form,” and 
testified that the association operated 
from 1900 to 1904 under aie similar 
agreement, typewritten and uncopied. 

Plied With Questions. 

Representatives Beall, of Texas; Lit- 
tleton, of New York, and Bartlett, of 
Georgia, all democrats, plied the wit- 
ness with questions, seeking to estab- 
lish the fact that the steel companies, 
through “Gary dinners” and other 
conferences since 1904 have. been ac- 
complishing the purpose formerly car- 
ried out by the written agreement. 

Mr. Huston insisted at first that 
prices were not discussed at the ‘“Ga- 
ry dinners,” but upon having parts of 
a record of speeches delivered at one 
of the dinners read to him qualified 
the statement by saying that prices 
were discussed only in a general sort 
of way. 

The committee will hold a session 
tomorrow befare leaving for New 
York, where the hearings will be re- 
sumed Thursday.

VICTORY IS SURE

5,000 to 6,000 Majority Given 
Anti-Prohibitionists by Un- 
official Count. 


Dallas, Texas, July 25.—The last step 
in the unofficial count showing a vic- 
tory for the anti-prohibitionists in 
Saturday's statewide prohibition elec- 
tion came overnight. The widely dif- 
fering counts of various newspapers 
and of the statewide headquarters on 
each side came to a nearly unanimous 
agreement upon from 6,000 to 6,000 as 
the anti-prohibition majority. 

Saturday’s meeting of the _  state- 
wider campaign committee in Fort 
Worth is exepcted to determine wheth- 
er the prohibitionists will contest the 
election in the courts or lay plans for 
another election on the statewide is 
sue. No call for another submission 
election can be issued before the next 
regular session of the legislature, 
which is not until January, 1913. Be- 
fore that time there will have been an 
election of all state officers and mem- 
bers of the legislature. 

The present legislature is ‘“prohi- 
bition” by a small majority in both 
house and senate. 

One of the big surprises of the elec- 
tion was the fact that Dallas county, 
including the city of Dallas, went 
"wet’ by about 200 majority.

New York, July 25.—The federal gov- 
ernment today scored heavily in its ef- 
fort to break up the -alleged “wire 
trust” when thirty-seven of the eighty- 
three men indicted June 29 withdrew 
the plea of “not guilty” and accepted 
sentences without trial on pleas of 
“nol contendere.” Judge Archbald, in 
the United States district court, im- 
posed fines of from $1,000 to $1,700 and 
costs in each case. 

The action came in the face of vigor- 
ous argument against the acceptance 
of the plea by United States District 
Attorney Wise. It had never been ac- 
cepted in this:court, he declared, and 
he protested against a precedent. 

Protest by Wise. 

“The best authorities,” he _ said, 
“characterize it as a plea indicating a 
compromise between the defendants and 
prosecuting attorneys,” and he denied 
that any such compromise existed. 

“The facts in this case are flagrant,” 
he continued. “This set of men, repre- 
senting practically an entire industry, 
in open and perfectly clear violatio 
of a United States statute, combined to 
restrain and control trade. The case 
against them is so clear and open that 
the most eminent counsel in this coun- 
try have advised them that it would 
be fruitless to attempt to enter a de- 
fense.”’ 

The court, however, 
plea and remarked: 

“This is what you might call a trade 
offense, and it is against the interest 
of the business world. It seems to me 
I am not going out of the way when I 
Say that just what was meant by this 
law has remained in considerable un- 
certainty up to this time. We now 
know exactly, or very nearly, what it 
means, and from this time on there will 
be no excuses, but I feel justified in 
looking upon what has occurred in the 
past in this light, and therefore I cer- 
tainly regard it as calling for nothing 
except a proper vindication of the law 
by a fine.” 

Fine of $1,000 in Each Case. 

Sentence to pay the costs and a fine 
of $1,000 in each case was then pro- 
nounced, with the provision that where 
a defendant had been fined in one case 
the fine should be $100 for each addi- 
tional case. 

It is alleged that the eighty-three 
indicted members entered into an un- 
lawful combination and conspiracy to 
restrain trade, and that continuously 
from June 1, 1908, to some later date, 
“were knowingly and wilfully engaged 
in this combination, the purpose of 
which was to fix arbitrary and non- 
competitive prices both for the purpose 
of the raw product and for the sale of 
their manufactured goods.”

Chicago, July 25.—Piling of wheat 
into Chicago reached a point today 
almost without precedent, crushing 
the market flat. The end of the day 
left prices % to %c under last night. 
Cogn closed a shade fo %c down; oats 
unchanged to %c lower, and provisions 
dearer by 5§ to 50c. 

The total amount of wheat on hand 
in this city was figured today at the 
huge aggregate of 13,286,000 bushels. 
Included in this stock are 9,972,000 
bushels of fuli contract grade, 4s 
against only 451,000 bushels at the 
corresponding time a year ago. Simul- 
taneous with this showing, came news 
that the world’s available supply had 


increased 4,257,000 bushels, compared 


twelve months back. Slowly, but be- 
yond help, prices gave way, an early 
advance disappeared and heaviness 
that was unmistakable set in. Export 
sales, at least those heard of before 
the end of the session, made little, if 
any, difference in the prevailing bear 
sentiment. Between the opening and 
the close, September ranged from 87% 
and 88%, with last trades % net lower 
at 875%. 

Corn followed the downward move- 
ment of wheat. Country offerings ar 
rived in considerably greater volume 
than had been the case at the outset.

In fact, the wise 
man will observe, compare, experiment 
and invent. He will experiment with 
the various bYeeds that appeal! to him 
and then he will compare results. He 
Will soon” ge in a position to select 
the breed, best adapted to his pur- 
pose and will wisely discard the oth- 
ers. After he has progressed thus far, 
he will invent better methods and 
profit by every failure. His one aim 
wil] be to produce the best general 
utility cr best exhibition strain in the 
country. He can do it if he is wise, 
Jatient and ambitious. The road is a 
jong one, a hard one and a rough one, 
perhaps, but at the end is the word 
perfect. 


Close to Perfection. 


With this work as the goal, surely 
the wise man has much to sirive for. 
He may never quite reach the goal— 
no breeder ever does in this ‘vale of 
tears’’—but he can get mighty close— 
B80 close that honor, distinction and 
fame will be his reward, if he simply 
keeps his gas wagon working over 
time and fills ‘his tank with gasoline of 
the best quality. 

The wise poultry raiser seldom runs 
short of gasoline, and even if he does 
slip up on a puncture now and then— 
he only looks pleasant and calis all 
hands up to take a drink of the bev- 
erage that nas made Atlanta famous. 
He never hits another, at least not on 
that day-—because, he must repair the 
puncture and make up lost time.
